School  Renovations 
ORR  Project  Bids  Higher  Than  Expected 

On  October  18,  2000,  the  Old  Rochester  Regional 
Building  Committee  (ORRBC)  opened  four  General 
Contractor  bids  for  the  renovation  and  additions  to  the 
ORR  Junior  and  Senior  High  Schools.  All  of  the  bids  were 
above  the  budgeted  amount,  with  the  lowest  bid  being 
approximately  10  percent  over  the  amount  authorized  by 
Town  Meetings.  In  light  of  this,  all  bids  were  rejected. 

There  appears  to  be  two  main  factors  that 
produced  the  higher-than-expected  bids.  First,  the 
construction  market  in  Massachusetts  continues  to  be 
very  robust,  leading  to  fewer  interested  bidders  (less 
competition)  and  higher  anticipated  profit  margins  for 
those  that  do  participate.  Second,  some  systems  planned 
for  the  project  came  in  significantly  over  the  cost  study 
projections  that  were  completed  prior  to  the  bidding 
process. 

The  Old  Rochester  Regional  Building  Committee 
has  instructed  the  architects  (Kaestle  Boos  Associates)  and 


project  managers  (CMS,  Inc.)  to  review  all  systems  and 
major  design  elements  and  recommend  changes  that  will 
bring  the  project  within  the  planned  budget.  The 
architects  and  project  managers  are  working  with

Mattapoisett  Selectmen's  Meeting 

October  30,  2000

A  regular  meeting  of  the  Mattapoisett  Board  of 
Selectmen  was  called  to  order  by  Chairman  Paul 
Lambalot  on  Monday,  October  30  at  7:00  pm.  Also  present 
for  the  meeting  were  Selectman  Ray  Andrews,  Selectman 
Barry  Denham,  and  Administrative  Assistant  Melody 
Pacheco.  Executive  Secretary  Carol  Adams  was  not 
present  for  the  meeting. 

After  unanimously  approving  the  minutes  of  the 
October  23  meeting,  the  board  discussed  the  outgoing 
correspondence  for  the  week.  The  first  piece  of 
correspondence  was  a  memo  to  all  of  the  Mattapoisett 
Department  heads  in  an  effort  to  notify  Fire  Chief  Ronald 
Scott  of  the  town  business  and  meetings.  The  second  piece 
of  outgoing  correspondence  was  to  the  Planning  Board 
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asking  them  to  come  before  the  Selectmen  to  review  the 
Telecommunication  Zoning  District  By-Law.  They 
responded,  and  will  come  before  the  board  on  Monday, 
November  13  at  7:15  pm. 

Next,  the  board  discussed  incoming 
correspondence  for  the  week,  which  was  as  follows: 

•  Received  notice  of  a  meeting  from  Civil  Defense 
Director,  Bill  Simpson  for  Friday,  November  17  at  10:00 
am  on  local  forecasting  from  the  National  Weather 
Service. 

•  A  notification  from  the  Board  of  Health  that  a 
Rabies  Clinic  will  be  held  on  Sunday,  November  5  from 
10:00  am  to  12:00  noon  at  the  Mattapoisett  Fire  Station. 
The  fee  is  $10  per  animal.  The  clinic  is  sponsored  by  the 
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Graphic  Design  Color  Proofing 
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Mattapoisett  Board  of  Health,  Capeway  Veterinary 
Hospital,  and  the  Massachusetts  Department  of  Food  and 
Agriculture.  Any  questions  should  be  directed  to  the 
Board  of  Health  at  758-4112. 

•  Correspondence  was  received  from  Building 
Inspector  Andy  Bobola  responding  to  the  Selectmen's 
memo  of  October  24  on  informing  the  Fire  Chief  of  town 
business  and  meetings.  He  states  that  the  Building 
Department  and  Board  of  Appeals  have  implemented  two 
policy  changes.  First,  any  new  business  or  commercial 
uses  will  require  written  approval  from  the  Fire 
Department  prior  to  the  issuing  of  a  Building  Permit. 
Second,  a  copy  of  the  Zoning  Board  of  Appeals  hearings 
will  be  placed  in  all  department  mail  boxes  on  a  monthly 
basis. 

•  The  board  received  information  of  additional 
Chapter  70  funds  from  ORR  School  Superintendent  Betty 
Quinn.  Npxt  on  the  agenda  were  the  Selectmen's 
Discussion  Items.  The  first  topic  was  the  interim 
appointment  of  an  Interim  Veteran's  Agent  to  take  over 
for  the  retiring  Harvey  Blanchette.  Selectman  Denham  has 
been  the  interim  agent  for  the  towns  of  Mattapoisett  and 
Rochester,  and  until  the  towns  agree  on  a  permanent 
replacement,  a  motion  was  made  to  have  Selectman 
Denham  continue  until  a  full-time  replacement  is  found. 
Selectman  Denham  is  a  certified  Veteran's  Agent,  and 
such  an  agent  is  required  by  the  state. 

The  board  then  discussed  the  information 
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received  from  Angel  View  Cemetery  regarding  the  freezer 
unit  for  deceased  animals  picked  up  on  Mattapoisett 
roads.  Chairman  Lambalot  suggested  that  the  board  meet 
with  the  Board  of  Health  to  discuss  this  matter.  Lastly,  the 
board  agreed  to  have  a  spring  dedication  for  the  Town 
Landing,  and  for  all  of  the  people  who  assisted  in  its 
development. 

Selectman  Andrews  discussed  the  ongoing 
situation  with  the  Mattapoisett  Bike  Path.  He  has  been  in 
touch  with  the  YMCA  as  well  as  the  engineer  hired  by  the 
town  to  develop  the  path:  Bill  DeSantis  of  VHB  in 
Providence.  Selectman  Andrews  is  dedicated  to  these 
talks,  and  assures  the  board  that  the  town  and  the  YMCA 
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are  trying  to  come  to  an  "amicable  conclusion."  The 
YMCA,  he  says,  has  legitimate  safety  concerns,  and  town 
is  not  trying  to  pressure  them  into  a  plan  with  which  they 
are  not  comfortable. 

The  project  is  in  a  four-phase  plan,  which  is  as 
follows: 

•  Phase  I:  Begin  at  the  Fairhaven  town  line  to 
Mattapoisett  Neck  Road,  which  will  be  constructed  in 
2001-2002; 

•  Phase  II:  From  Depot  Street  to  the  State  Park 
and  Ride  on  North  Street,  which  will  be  constructed  in 
2002-2003; 

•  Phase  III:  From  Depot  Street  to  Mattapoisett 
Neck  Road,  which  will  be  constructed  in  2003-2004.  This 
is  the  stretch  of  the  bike  path  that  follows  along  the 
YMCA  property. 

•  Phase  IV:  From  the  State  Park  and  Ride  to  the 
Marion  Town  Line.  The  timeline  is  yet  to  be  determined 
for  this  stretch  of  the  path.  The  engineer  is  waiting  to  hear 
from  the  Town  of  Marion. 

There  has  been  $880,000  authorized  by  the  state  to 
build  the  bike  path,  $105,000  of  which  has  already  been 
secured  as  a  downpayment  to  the  engineering  firm  of 
VHB  Associates.  Selectman  Andrews  noted  that  the  firm 
is  comfortable  with  the  timelines  and  cost  estimates. 

With  no  further  matters  to  come  before  the  board, 
they  unanimously  voted  to  adjourn  for  the  evening  at  7:40 
pm.

services  to  prepare  a  Community  Development  Plan 
under  Executive  Order  418  which  addresses  state 
affordable  housing  shortages.  Selectman  Schaefer 
suggested  they  should  certainly  look  into  this  program 
and  "see  what  the  benefits  are  ...  we  need  to  review  it  very 
carefully." 

Police  Chief  Lincoln  W.  Miller  next  submitted  a 
memo  to  the  board  announcing  that  the  Police 
Department  has  been  awarded  three  grants  totalling  more 
than  $25,000.  Chief  Miller  was  present  for  the  meeting 
and  said  he  was  pleased  to  bring  "good  news"  to  the 
board. 

The  Massachusetts  Executive  Office  of  Public 
Safety  awarded  the  department  $15,200  for  Marion's 
community  policing  program,  most  of  which  will  be  used 
to  support  the  town's  bicycle  patrols.  The  Governor's 
Alliance  Against  Drugs  awarded  $7,000  to  the  department 
for  the  new  DARE  (Drug  Abuse  Resistance  Education) 
Program  which  started  at  Sippican  School  earlier  this 
month.  And  the  Plymouth  County  Sheriff's  office 
awarded  $3,612  in  block  grant  funds  for  subscribing  to  the 
Law  Enforcement  Television  Network,  a  satellite  network 
devoted  to  police  training  broadcasts  24-hours-a-day.  All 
of  the  grant  applications  were  written  and  filed  by  Chief 
Miller. 

"We're  glad  we  (received  the  grants),"  Chief 
Miller  said.  "All  of  it  is  needed  ...  these  are  essential 
programs.  I  think  these  programs  would  exist  with  town 
support,  but  with  the  grants  it  saves  the  town  some 
money." 

The  board  received  a  letter  of  resignation  from 
Donald  M.  Kusza,  who  is  stepping  down  from  the 
Planning  Board  effective  November  30,  2000.  Mr.  Kusza 
cited  personal  reasons  for  leaving  his  post  due  to 
increased  activities  outside  Massachusetts.  "I  have 
enjoyed  my  tenure  on  the  board  and  hopefully  have  made 
a  contribution  to  the  town  during  this  challenging  period

so  that  they  are  permanently  protected  under  the 
provisions  of  Massachusetts  General  Laws  (MGL) 
Chapter  40,  Section  8C 

"The  land  we  would  like  to  deal  with  at  this  time 
is  the  parcel  known  as  the  'West  property,'  located 
between  Point  Road,  Creek  Road,  and  Route  6,"  Mr. 
Bryant  wrote.  "The  second  area  of  interest  to  us  is 
Washburn  Park." 

Mr.  Pickles  said  this  change  of  status  would  be 
beneficial  in  that  it  would  permanently  retain  these 
properties  as  open  space  and  also  become  part  of  the 
town's  match  in  applying  for  competitive  grants. 

"I  think  this  is  showing  that  the  (Open  Space 
Acquisition  Commission)  really  is  going  to  have  a 
positive  effect  on  acquiring  open  space  in  Marion," 
Selectman  Schaefer  said. 

District  Highway  Director  Bernard  McCourt  of 
the  Massachusetts  Highway  Department  sent  a  letter  in 
response  to  the  board's  recent  request  to  conduct  a  traffic 
study  along  Route  6  in  Marion  between  Main  Street  and 
Front  Street.  "Traffic  studies  generally  take  place  at 
locations  where  there  is  a  history  of  traffic  problems 
leading  to  accidents  and  congestion,"  Mr.  McCourt  wrote. 
"As  I  am  not  aware  of  any  specific  problems  in  this  area, 
could  you  kindly  forward  any  accident  reports  and 
related  traffic  data  so  I  can  better  assess  the  situation?" 

Police  Chief  Miller  agreed  to  forward  all  pertinent 
traffic  statistics  for  the  area  to  Mr.  McCourt  for  his 
assessment. 

The  board  also  received  notification  from 
MunEnergy  of  the  Massachusetts  Municipal  Association 
(MMA)  regarding  developments  in  acquiring  energy 
vendors  for  cities  and  towns  and  announcing  several 
seminars  to  be  held  throughout  the  state  to  discuss  this 
matter  further.

said.  "I  know  the  emPOWERment  group  is  working  on 
getting  residential  power  ...  but  I  wonder  how  much 
longer  it  will  be  before  we  look  into  a  municipal 
agreement?"

A  regular  meeting  of  the  Rochester  Board  of 
Selectmen  was  called  to  order  on  Monday,  October  30  at 
7:00  pm  by  Chairman  Naida  Parker.  Also  present  were 
Selectman  Richard  Cutler,  Selectman  Patricia  Ryan,  Town 
Administrator  James  Huntoon,  and  Administrative 
Assistant  Veronica  Lafreniere. 

After  unanimously  approving  the  minutes  of  the 
October  23  meeting  prior  to  last  week's  Special  Town 
Meeting,  the  board  asked  Mr.  Huntoon  for  his  Town 
Administrator's  report  for  the  week.

received  five  articles  for  inclusion  on  the  Special  Town 
Meeting  warrant  for  November,  including  a  request  for  an 
acceptance  of  Williams  Way.  In  a  related  matter,  Town 
Counsel  Daniel  Perry  has  suggested  that  a  seminar  on 
town  planning  procedures  might  be  beneficial  to  various 
town  board  members  and  he  would  be  willing  to  host  this 
event  at  his  office. 

The  Selectmen  agreed  that  a  "group  meeting" 
between  themselves,  the  Zoning  Board  of  Appeals,  the 
Building  Commissioner,  and  the  Planning  Board  might  be 
of  mutual  benefit.  "We  have  several  new  board  members 
...  it  might  be  helpful  to  them,"  Mr.  Huntoon  added. 

Mr.  Huntoon  also  noted  that  he  is  prepared  to 
recommend  a  part-time  Town  Planner  to  work  20  hours  a 
week  for  the  town  after  beginning  the  search  process 
about  one  year  ago.  The  board  members  felt  that  this

boards  and  committees  before  being  hired. 

"I'd  like  to  suggest  that  we  at  least  have  the 
parties  come  in  to  interview  the  candidate,"  Selectman 
Cutler  said. 

"We  have  a  five-member  (Planning  Board)  now," 
Selectman  Parker  agreed.  "We  should  at  least  give  them 
the  courtesy  of  a  meeting  with  the  (prospective  Town 
Planner)." 

Finally,  Mr.  Huntoon  informed  the  board  that  the

Building  this  week  and  plans  to  pour  concrete  for  the 
Police/Communications  Building  not  far  behind. 

"We've  also  received  the  sub-bids  on  the  Town 
Hall  renovations,"  Mr.  Huntoon  said.  "They  came  in 
$40,000  less  than  our  previous  bids.  (Charles  Van  Voorhis) 
predicts  the  total  project  will  be  about  $2.1  million." 

A  scheduled  pole  hearing  upon  a  request  from 
VeriZon  Communications  for  a  location  on  North  Avenue 
at  7:05  pm  was  continued  pending  the  appearance  of  a 
representative  from  the  company. 

At  7:15  pm,  however,  the  board  commenced  a 
pole  hearing  upon  a  request  from  Commonwealth  Electric 
(Com /Electric)  for  a  new  pole  to  be  located  on  Walnut 
Plain  Road.  Com/ Electric  representative  John  Podrecca 
explained  that  the  pole  will  be  added  mid-span  between 
two  existing  poles  to  reduce  the  distance  between  them 
and  increase  the  support  to  the  wires. 

"Our  engineers  found  they  were  spaced  too  far 
apart,"  Mr.  Podrecca  said.  "We'll  be  reducing  the  span 
from  300  feet  to  150  feet." 

Several  abutters  to  the  proposed  pole  location 
were  present  and  objected  to  the  new  pole  being  installed 
so  close  to  their  properties.  Indeed,  one  resident  claimed 
the  pole  would  be  situated  directly  outside  their  front 
door.  As  such,  the  Board  of  Selectmen  suggested  Com/ 
Electric  submit  alternative  pole  locations  between  the  two 
existing  supports  that  would  better  serve  their  needs  and 
those  of  the  abutters.  "I'd  like  to  suggest  that  Com/ 
Electric  go  back  and  draw  up  another  plan  to  reduce  the 
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Shelf.

total  number  of  poles,"  Selectman  Cutler  said. 

The  board  unanimously  voted  to  continue  the 
public  hearing  so  that  Com/Electric  could  prepare 
additional  plans  and  come  back  to  them  with  alternatives. 

A  scheduled  7:20  pm  appointment  with  proposed 
Animal  Control  Officer  (ACO)  applicant  Michelle  Gilliam 
was  cancelled  since  Ms.  Gilliam  did  not  show  up. 

At  7:30  pm  the  board  met  with  Industrial 
Development  Commission  (IDC)  Chairman  Gary  Laboa 
via  proxy  IDC  member  Jack  Ayers  to  discuss  the  20  hours 
of  allotted  clerical  time  to  the  town  from  the  Southeast 
Regional  Planning  and  Economic  Development  District 
(SRPEDD)  and  also  pending  projects  which  the  IDC  is 
working  on. 

Mr.  Ayers  said  that  given  the  success  of  area 
municipally-run  golf  courses  and  the  popularity  of  the 
sport,  the  IDC  has  been  considering  courting  Rochester 
landowners  to  develop  a  similar  project  in  town.  "We've 
been  trying  to  get  information  concerning  a  golf  course 
for  Rochester,"  Mr.  Ayers  said.

The  rules  of  "Pay  It  Forward,"  the  do- 
gooder  plan  outlined  in  the  mawkish  new 
movie  or  the  same  title,  are  simple:  You  do  a 
big  favor  for  someone,  and  that  someone 
turns  around  and  does  favors  for  three  other 
people,  each  of  whom  will  do  favors  for  three 
other  people,  and  so  on.  I  will  now  do  you  a 
big  favor  by  telling  you  how  lame  Pay  It 
Forwards, .  If  you  go  forth  and  tell  three  other 
people  how  lame  it  is,  my  job  will  be  done,  and 
imagine  how  much  better  off  the  world  will 
be. 

Well,  maybe  not  But  maybe  if  the  word 
spreads  ana  an  anti-Pay  It  Forward 
movement  starts  up,  movies  like  this  won't 
continue  to  be  made.  (Maybe.)  The  movie  is 
certainly  spring-loaded  for  Oscars:  We  have 
two-time  Oscar  winner  Kevin  Spacey,  Oscar 
winner  Helen  Hunt,  and  Oscar  nominee  Haley 
Joel  Osment  (the  haunted  boy  in  The  Sixth 
Sense),  and  boy,  let  me  tell  you,  they  just  act 
their  hineys  off;  I  mean,  there's  some  serious 
acting  gomg  on  here.  Everyone  gets  at  least 
one  Big  Scene ;  Spacey  and  Hunt,  by  my  count, 
get  about  four  apiece,  and  little  Haley  isn't  far 
behind.  How  odd  that  all  these  Big  Scenes 
should  add  up  to  such  a  paltry  movie. 

Seventh-grader  Trevor  McKinney 
(Osment)  comes  up  with  "Pay  It  Forward"  in 
answer  to  a  challenge  by  his  social-studies 
teacher,  Mr.  Simonet  (Spacey),  to  devise  an 
idea  that  will  change  the  world.  Trevor  is  one 
of  those  noble  suffering  kids  you  only  meet  in 
movies;  he  has  an  alcoholic  mom  (Hunt)  and 
an  absent  father  (and,  as  played  by  the  non- 
actor  Jon  Bon  Jovi,  he  should  ve  stayed 
absent).  Regardless,  Trevor  is  selfless  enough 
to  try  to  help  others,  including  a  homeless 
junkie  (Jim  Caviezel)  as  well  as  nis  mom  and 
teacher,  for  whom  he  plays  Cupid. 

Trevor's  Twelve  Stations  of  the  Cross  are 
interrupted  every  now  and  then  so  that  we 
can  follow  a  reporter  (Jay  Mohr,  who  belongs 
in  sharper  stuff  than  this)  who's  trying  to 
track  down  the  origin  of  "Pay  It  Forward." 
Trevor's  idea,  you  see,  has  become  a 
movement—  its  fingers  reach  from  Trevor's 
Las  Vegas  home  all  trie  way  to  San  Francisco. 
People  have  been  paying  it  forward,  one  of 
whom,  a  bag  lady  living  out  of  her  car  (Angie 


Dickinson!),  turns  out,  in  a  nonsensical 
surprise,  to  be  Hunt's  estranged  mom.  Hold 
on,  back  up.  Trevor  thinks  nothing  of  inviting 
a  homeless  junkie  into  his  house  to  eat  Cap'n 
Crunch  and  sleep  in  the  garage,  but  he  doesn't 
think  to  say  "Hey  Grandma,  come  home  with 
me  and  have  some  cereal"? 

Spacey  manages  to  rescue  some  of  his 
scenes,  at  least  the  ones  that  don't  force  him 
to  drop  the  Kevin  Spacey  cool  we  know  and 
love;  but  what  happened  to  Helen  Hunt? 
She's  trying  way  too  hard  here  to  be  the  next 
Meryl  Streep,  always  tensed  up,  and  I  was 
shocked  to  see  this  formerly  subtle  comedian 
chugging  a  bottle  of  whiskey  during  her  relapse 
scenes  as  if  acting  in  one  of  those  Very  Special 
TV  movies  she  transcended  20  years  ago. 
Osment  is  as  appealing  as  he  was  in  The  Sixth 
Sense,  and  that's  the  problem — he's  appealing 
in  almost  the  same  quiet,  smart-little-kid  way; 
the  only  scene  I  fully  enjoyed  involving  all 
three  fine  actors  was  a  quick  scene  in  which 
teacher,  mother,  and  excitable  boy  sit  around 
(or,  in  Trevor's  case,  jump  around)  watching 
wrestling  on  TV. 

In  all,  PayltForwardis  the  stickiest  pile 
of  moosh  since  Patch  Adams,  and  it  has  a 
comparable  tragic  ending  that  invalidates  the 
film  s  message.  Someone  attempts  to  carry 
out  Trevor's  mission,  and  it  backfires;  we're 
left  thinking,  "Okay,  if  that's  what  happens 
when  you  try  to  help,  why  try  to  help?  Well, 
because  if  you  fall  in  the  line  of  charity,  your 
face  gets  on  TV,  and  lots  of  sobbing  people 
congregate  outside  your  house  nolding 
candles.  The  traffic  of  cars  heading  to  the 
mass  mourning  seems  to  be  backed  up  for 
miles;  all  I  could  think  about  during  this 
allegedly  heart-rending  coda  was  how  much 
it  would  suck  if  someone  were  having  a  heart 
attack  or  their  house  were  on  fire,  and  the 
ambulance  or  fire  engine  were  stuck  in  that 
traffic.  It's  a  good  thing  I  didn't  eat  a  big  meal 
before  seeing  the  movie,  because  the  ending 
would've  been  enough  to  make  me  pay  it 
forward.

This  is  a  tasty,  easy  breakfast  or 
brunch  for  busy  mornings,  but  you 
need  to  plan  in  advance  because  the 
casserole  needs  to  be  prepared  the 
night  before  you  want  to  serve  it.
